The Report is Embodied in a Lengthy 
Document of 68 Pages, and Practi- 
cally Exonerates the Late Govern- 
ment from any Imputations Cast 
Upon Its Members—No Personal | 
Interest Proven. H 


Edmonton.—There was nearly a full 
attendance of members when the legis- 
lature convened for the special ses-| 
sion. Proceedings were opened with! 
Lieut. Gov. Bulyea’s speecn from the| 
throne. 

The report of the royal commission, 
whose members investigated the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways railway 
deal, was presented to the legislature. 
The report is embodied in a pamphlet 
of 58 pages and is in reality two separ- 
ate reports, one of which is signed by 
Judge Harvey and Judge Scott, and 
the other by Judge Beck. Judge Beck 
finds that the imputations cust upon 
Hon. Mr. Rutherford, Hon. C, W. 
Cross and J. K. Cornwall, M.L.A., 
were groundless. In other words he 
absolves them of blame in connection 
with the transaction. A summary of 
the report follows:

SURVEYING LINE 


C. N. R. May Build Into the Peace 
River and Grande Prairie 
Country 
Edmonton, Alta.—A railway line in- 
to the Peace River and Grande Prairie 
country, striking off the main line of 
the C. N. R, just east of Lac Ste. 
Anne, is now being surveyed by engin- 
eers of the Canadian Northern, accord. 
ing to word brought to the city by set- 
tlers. Parties have been working’ in 
the neighborhood of Lac Ste. Anne for 
several weeks, headed northwest  to- 
ward the crossing of the Athabasca at 
old Fort Assiniboine. his new sur- 
vey will connect with the old survey 
made to Fort Assiniboine several years 
ago. The construction of a line into 
the Peace River country has been con- 
templated by the C. N. R. for some 
time. The provincial government has 
guaranteed the bonds of the company 

for the first fifty miles of the line. 


KING TO COME OFTEN 


The London Times Urges that the 
King Hold Courts in Overseas 
Dominions 

London.—The Times editorially 
again dwells upon the probability of 
the King and Queen visiting the over- 
seas Dominions, saying: ‘With the ac- 
cession of King George, the Empire 
enters upon a new and more spacious 
era.

OF TRADE NEGOTIATIONS 


Conference Between .Representatives 
of Canada and U. S. on Subject of 
Improved Trade Relations Has 
Terminated—No Conclusions Have 
Been Reached, but Further Pro- 
gress is expected at Next Meeting. 


Ottawa.—At the conclusion of the 
meeting of the Canadian and United 
States trade negotiations, the follow- 
ing satement was given out by Mr. 
Fielding, finance minister: 

“The conference between the repre- 
sentatives of Canada and the United 
Stutes on the subject of improved 
trade relations has terminated, 

“The conference began on Saturday, 
the fifth instant, and was continued 
on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday. 
The whole session was of most frank 
and friendly nature. While no con- 
clusion was reached, the ground was 
cleared and a further conference will 
be held in Washington probably early 
in January. The members of the 
conference, Messrs, Hoyt, Pepper and 
Foster of the United States, and 
Messrs. Fielding and Paterson for 
Canada, sepaiated with the strong 
hope that on the resumption of the 
conference at Washington an arrange- 
ment can be reached that will prove 
ucceptable to the people on both sides 
of the boundary.” 

Mr. Pepper, speaking for the Ameri- 
can members, said: 

“We leave Ottawa feeling the out- 
look is for a successful issue of nego- 
tiations when they are resumed 
Washington. We have appreciated 
very much the cordial manner in 
which we have been received in Can- 
ada, and the frank and friendly spirit 
in which the Canadian negotiators 
have met us. However, we cannot 
make a statement as to any conclus- 
ions which have been reached because 
there have been none.” 

Mr. Pepper explained that there had 


been a general discussion of the situa-| 


tion, and that the ground had been 


cleared of preliminaries and that Jan-) 


uary would find much pioneer work 
done. It is understood that the com- 
missioners of both countries believe 
that the January meeting will result 
in an agreement being reached, The 
feeling at Ottawa is that natural pro- 
ducts from Canada will be given easier 
necess to the United States, and that 
some American manufactures will be 
given freer admission to Canada.

Government Report—Fall Wheat 
In Good Shape 
Ottawa.—The census office issued re- 
cently a bulletin on the crops of Can- 
ada as prepared from reports made up 
to the end of October. The closing 


months of the year give good reports | 


for nearly all of the field crops of the 
Dominion, Potatoes alone indicate a 
partial failure as in all the provinces 
are complaints of rot in the 
fields and in heaps for winter storage. 
The area is 503,262 acres and the esti- 
mated yield 74,048,000 bushels, being 
an average of about 147 bushels per 
ucre, 

Hay and clover are computed for 
8,515,400 acres and a yield per acre of 
1,82 tons. The quality is 90.45 per cent, 
und the total yield 15,497,000 tons. 
Fodder corn has an estimated yield 
per acre of 9.38 tons which, upon an 
area of 271,960 acres, gives a product 
of 2,551,000 tons. Sugar beets are 
in Ontario 
and Alberta where they supply roots 
for three sugar factories. The area in 
crop this year is 16,000 acres which is 
a substantial increase upon last year. 
The yield per, acre is 9.69 tons, the 
total yield 155,000 tons and the quality 
93.15 per cent. 

Computed at an average of local 
prices, the murket value of potatoes 
this year is $33,446,000; turnips and 


j other roots $21,444,000; hay and clover 


$149,716,000; fodder corn 
and sugar beets $887,000. 

The report on fall wheat sown this 
year shows an area of 790,300 acres 
whereof 682,500 are in Ontario and 
107,800 ncres in Alberta. Last year the 
area was 609,200 acies for Ontario and 
98,000 in Alberta, The condition of the 
crop is reported at 98.40 per cent. as 
compared with 93.60 last year. 

The per cent. of fall plowing com- 
pleted this year compared with the 
area planted is less than last year but 
the report is made for a period one 
month earlier. The per cent, of sum- 
mer fallowing compared in the same 
way is somewhat lower, but increases

Ottawa,—The annual report of the 
department of labor, which is ready 
for presentation in parliament when 
it meets shows that the administration 
of he Industrial Disputes Investiga- 
tion Act was a leading feature of the 
department’s work during the past 
fiscal year. 

The number of disputes dealt with 
during the’ year, under its provisions 
was thirty and the total ‘references 
under the Act since its enuctment was 
eighty-two. 

“With this added experience of the 
Act,”

sure in the adjustment of industrial 
dispates, -while -enthp-other hand, 
there is abundant evidence, that the 
principles on which the Act is based 
are obtaining, continually a wider re-

Statistics collected by the depart- 
ment as to industrial accidents show 
that during 1909, 1279 fatal, and 2708 
serious, non-fatal accidents occurred 
throughout Canada, an increase of 
seven fatal and 441 non-fatal accidents 
over the previous year. 

The record, however, is below 1907, 
when 1353 fatal and 2752 non-fatal ac- 
cidents were reported. 

The largest number of fatal acci- 
dents, namely 283, occurred in the 
railway service, agriculture standing 
second with 256, mining third with 160, 
and lumbering fourth with 130. 

In non-fatal accidents. the metal 
trades lead with 482, agriculture stand. 
ing second with 874, and the railway 
service third with 293,

The Ottawa Census Office issued a bulletin last Friday on the crops 
of Canada as prepared from reports made up to the end of October, 
lhe closing months of the year give good reperts for nearly all of the 
field crops of the Dominion. 

Potatoes, alone, indicate a partial failure, and in all the provinces 
‘here are complaints of rot in the fields and in the heaps for winter 
torage. The tren is 502,262 acres, and the estimated yield 7,048,000 
usheis, being av average of about 147 bushels per acre, 

Hay ant clover are computed for 8,515,400 acres, and a yield per 
| vere of 1.82 tons, The quality is 90.45 per cent., and the total yield 
15,497,009 tons. Fodder corn has an estimated yield per acre of 9.58 
tons, which upon an area of 217,960 acres gives a product of 2,551,000 
tons. 

Sugar beets are grown most extensively in Ontario and Alberta, 
«here they supply roots for three sugar factories. The area in crop this 
vear is 16,000 acres, which is a substantial increase upon last year. The 
Held per acre is 9.69 tons, total yield 155,000 tons and the quality 93.15 
wer cent, 

It is computed at the average local prices the market value of pota- 
oes this year is $83,416,090; turnips and other roots, $21,444,000; hay 
nd clover, $149,716,000; fodder corn, $11,957,000; sugar beets, 
$387,000. 

The report on fall wheat sown this year show an area of 790,300 
‘eres, whereof 682,509 aeres are in Ontario, and 107,800 in Alberta.

Runic Carvings on Rocks Found Near 
Yarmouth, N.S., Go to Show That 
the Stories of the Scandinavian 
Trip to America In the Tenth 
Century Are Authentic—-Learned 
Archaeologist Is Satisfied. 


Several years ago a discovery was 
made on the Bay of Fundy shore, 
near Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, that 
goes far to prove that Norsemen visit. 
this continent many years before 
Columbus. On this stone, which wag 
discovered by Dr. Fletcher, were 
tunic inscriptions. Photograps were 
taken und sent to several noted 
savants, with requests for their opin. 
ion as to the meaning of the inscrip- 
tion.

scription and translation of the let. 
ters cut on the stone as follows:

I there- 
fore approached the subject entirely 
unbiased in my opinion; in fact, 
somewhat prejudiced against the 
authenticity of any inscription on 
this continent purporting to emanate 
from the hardy and intrepid Norse- 
men. 

“The difficulty of interpreting these 
markings was greatly increased on 
account of the nature of the material 
on which the rubbing had been tak- 
en, and the fact that in the runic al- 
phabets the letters frequently have 
many varying values and _ forms. 
But, like a kaleidoscope, word after 
word appeared in disjointed forms, 
and each in turned rejected, until at 
lust an intelligible word came forth, 
followed by another and another, 
until a real sentence with a meaning 
stood forth to my astonished gaze: 
‘Harkussen men varu'—‘Harko’s son 
addressed the men.’ Now, in the 
expedition of Thorfinn Karlfsefne in 
1007 the name of Haki appears among 
the number of those who accom 
panied him.” 

This opinion, coming as it does 
from such a_ distinguished source, 
leaves little doubt that nearly five 
hundred years before Columbus set 
foot on this continent the Norse 
voyagers from Europe visited the 
shores of Nova Scotia and left be- 
hind them an evidence of their land- 
ing.
